Our Superbowl parties 
were legend, with tens of people around, and Mom providing her 
usual wedding-level appetizers and meals. Everyone hanging around 
Sammy as he talks Sports “Shop”, beating most TV commentators. 

His ongoing “feuds” with friends like Nick & Rich about their teams 
made for some good laughs, especially since his team (the Patriots) 
usually won, with Nick forced to perform various obedience rituals. 
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Those Card Games, Trumps & Likha favourites, whenever our 
Lebanon Family got together, or Solomon & Mireille dropped by. 
Sammy teasing the crowd as he wins easily, with the banter even 
more fun than the game. Sisters watching and playing. We even got 
Mich to become an expert. 

Those Poker Nights, when the “boys” would drop by, having fun and 
losing to Samsoum. He looked “Borsalino” cool at play, a 
professional toying with amateurs. Nick, Rich, Bernard, Victor were 
among his prey. 

Those AC Visits, a two-car minimum affair, with Mom and Sammy 
excercizing their VIP status for rooms, and their comp benefits for 
meals, while collecting a hefty bounty from the Floor. He always won- 
it was a question of how much, not if. He liked the buffet, and would 
go up to rest often (especially with the chemo effects), but always 
back at his favourite game. Mom killing the slot machines, and 
sending pictures every time a $600 win sparkled on the floor. Sisters 
followed, and hung around the boardwalk with their brother, with 
Victor and “Lubie” in tow. 

Those Football Games And Baseball Trips, with the Girls splurging 
tickets on Sammy. I watched a couple with him, but Mom and the Girls 
started enjoying them as much as he did, because of how much he 
enjoyed them. Boston, Meadowlands, NYC (Madison Square Garden) 
were favourites. 

Those walks in the park, with Mom or me. Slow walks, chatting about 
life and troubles, trying to put on a happy face in tough times. 
Watching his gait and charm, joking about things, and loving it when 
he tells me “Don’t worry Dad, I guess we’ll be alright”. 

Those Quiet Chats at his house, between rough bouts, about what we 
want to do next, what are our prospects. I would alternate between 
scientist and optimist, with him always understanding and hopeful. It 
got much harder in the end, as we hoped against hope. 

Those Happy Visits, when I drop unannounced at his place, to just 
say Hi, give him a Hug, hang around as much as I am allowed, check 
the backyard, and wave a kiss goodbye. The times he drops by the 
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house to pick up something, says Hello and “Hey Dad” in his soulful 
tone, and then rush away as I followed him to the car. 

Those Happy Memories, those Golden days of Summer, those 
sparkling Winter nights. Where have they Gone? How does a magic 
kingdom turn into despair and grief.

Sammy was given the Iowa Tests of Basic Skills in April, 1996. 

is in sixth grade at Acs Middle School in Acs Abu Dhabi. 


Sammy's Composite score is the score that best describes his overall 

achievement on the tests. Sammy earned a Composite grade equivalent 
of 9.1 on the level 12 test. This means that his test performance 
was approximately the same as that made by a typical student in the 
ninth grade at the end of the first month. Sammy's Composite 
national percentile rank of 76 means that he scored higher than 76 
percent of sixth grade students nationally. His overall achievement 
appears to be somewhat above average for sixth grade.

Different students bring different patterns and levels of abilities to 
learning tasks. He was given the Cognitive Abilities Test to help find 
out about his abilities. Sammy's national percentile rank of 81 on 
verbal ability means that, compared with other sixth grade students 
nationally, Sammy scored higher than 81 percent. Sammy appears to be 
above average in verbal ability. Sammy's national percentile rank is 
99 in quantitative ability and 95 in nonverbal ability. Saawy seems to 
be high in quantitative ability and well above average In nonverbal 
ability. Sammy's composite national percentile rank of 99 is a general 
statement of his ability. He seems to be high in overall cognitive 
ability. 


How are Sammy's achievement scores compared to his cognitive abilities 
scores? Sammy's actual achievement is lower than expected in three 
test areas. These are Reading Comprehension, Science, and Maps ana 
Diagrams. These represent areas in which Saamy is not doing as well as 
he might be expected.
